And now Jcaſt in my minde 
again, what is the caule, that when vou 
alkev me, but a little afoze in generall, 
whether J could ſet trees: A ſaid no. Joꝛ 
me thought J could not tel how a manne 
ould ſet trees. But after ve began to ins 
guire of me euery thing by it ſelf: J aun ⸗ 
ſwered you acco2ding to pour minde, 
and to your owne «59% 116 gan is 
called the moſte perfet huſband man , 
that is now at this day aliue. 
Js not my chaunce good, Iſchomachus 
(ſaid Haſking a maner offeaching?Foz 
J haue learned and can wel now every 
thing by it ſelf, what ſo euer ye haue de⸗ 
maundedof me. ve lead me by ſuch 
things as Jam ſkilled i in and vnderſtad:

It is not ſo(god Socrates) foz 3 haue 
tolde you a p2etty while ago, that huſban 
dꝛy is ſo pleaſaunt and ſo familiar a ſci⸗ 
ence that they the which do either ſee it, 
o2 hear tel of it, be enen by and by well 
learned in it. And alſo it ſheweth many 
things it ſelf foꝛ a man to learne how to 
oꝛder it beſt.

that make one huſbãd man to differ from 
an other, and tobe alſo vnlike inſubſtice 
and in riches, a great dele moꝛe, then it 
any of them ſ&@med tobe experter in his 
weoks and buſineſſes, And of the Capi⸗ 
tains of war likewiſe there be manp, the 
which haue cqually god wit and a very 
god ſight in ſuch thigs as de long to war 
and pet there be ſame ofthem better. and 
ſome woꝛſo, & that is thꝛough the diners 
ſitie of faking bed and of diltgence, Foz 
ſuch things as Capitains do knowe, and 
alſo the moſte parte of them that were 
neuer in that dignitie, ſome captains do 
them © ſome not.

And yet ſome of them 
ſce wel to, that it be ſurely kept, and ſome 
do not. Again, when they lead their ar⸗ 
mpe thꝛough narow places, vee ſhall al- 
moſte — none, but that he knoweth 
it is better to pꝛeuent their enempes be⸗ 
times then to late. And yet ſome of them 
do their diligence, that they may ſo do; 

Andlikewiſe of dunging. Euery man 
ſaith it is very god and neceſſary foz the 
ground to dung it. And they ſee how men 
may haue it bothe of beaſts in his owne 
kinde , and alſo finde other meanes to 
haue it, ⁊ make eaſely a very great dele 
therof.

there is no man can perſwade hiniſelf, 
that a man can liue without ſuch D.

is either a ſtark fole, oꝛ els he purpoſeth 
tko get his lining by robbing and ſtea⸗ 
ling, oꝛ els by begging. Poꝛeouer ſaid 
he, it made greatly to the matter,concers 
ning the getting oꝛ loſing by huſbandzy, 
that when they haue many Labourers 
and Seruaunts, that the one taketh gud 
herd that his woꝛkmen be ſet to their 
wonk in due ſeaſon and time: and y > o⸗ 
er 
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ther doth not. Foz that man IE Kt 
+ | thentenother that fallethto his Wx 
in ſeaſon, And that man is far wozle 
then an other, the whiche ſnffereth his 
wok men to leaue their wozk and go 
their way ouer finely. And as fo2 bes 
twern him that ſuffereth his woꝛkmen 
and labaurers to trifle away the day, and 
him that wil not: their is as great diffes 
rence, as bet wen the whole wozk ſini⸗ 
ſhed and the halt of it. Likewiſe as in ioz 
neying by the wap in fifty miles ſpace, 
t wo men which go bothe one way, and 
though they be bothe as ſwiff, as whole, 
as yung and as luſty, pyone as the other:

ods, when a man doth apply luſtelp his

le foꝛth the time. And as foꝛ to wozk 
wa and diligently, oz to wozk naught 
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„ Xenophons Treatiſe 
a ndnegligentlip, there is as great diffe⸗ 
rence between theſe two things, as is 
between hin that wozketh, and him that 
woꝛketh neuer a whit. Fo2 when they 
go about to clenſe the vines from weeds 
and harlotrye, il they dig in ſuch wiſe, 
that therby growe vp moꝛe and greater 
weeds then did befoze: why may it not 
be ſaid that they were idle, and wꝛought 
neuer a whit. And therfoze theſe be the 
things by the whiche many mens houſe⸗ 
holdes be a great dele rather vndon then 
foꝛ lack of ſciente oꝛ oł great knowledge. 
Fo2 à man that is at great coſts and 
charges in his houſe, and can not get as 
much neither by his rents, noꝛ his huſ⸗ 
bandꝛy as wil finde him and his mainy:

hath ſo many hands folowing him redy 


at his pleaſure, And he may be called a
